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REPORT  OF  THE  COUNCIL 

OF  THE 

YORKSHIRE  PHILOSOPHICAL  SOCIETY 

FOR  1959. 


1959  has  been  a  successful  year  for  the  Yorkshire  Philosophical  Society. 
The  reorganization  of  the  central  gallery  has  been  continued,  and  the  increase 
of  gate  money  by  £282  from  £1,855  in  1958  to  £2.137,  shows  that  between 
5,000  and  10,000  more  people  have  visited  the  Museum  and  Gardens.  The 
factor  here  has  undoubtedly  been  the  exceptionally  fine  weather,  but  the 
steady  increase  over  the  years  is  shown  by  a  comparison  of  the  income  from 
gate  money  in  each  annual  report. 

The  thanks  of  the  Society  are  due  to  the  City  Engineer  and  to  the  con¬ 
tractors  for  the  Corporation  during  the  deep  excavation  for  new  buildings 
at  the  corner  of  Spurriergate  and  High  Ousegate.  The  medieval  pottery  from 
the  higher  levels  forms  a  notable  addition  to  the  Museum  collections,  and  the 
finds  from  the  lower  Roman  levels  include  a  spinning  top,  and  the  metal 
collar  of  a  Roman  water-pipe  system  below  the  Roman  Road. 

Another  important  acquisition  has  been  an  Anglian  large-headed  brooch 
from  Catterick. 

The  most  important  event  of  the  year,  however,  was  the  agreement  between 
York  Corporation  and  the  Society  for  the  future  of  the  Museum.  ETnder 
the  agreement,  ratified  by  the  Society  on  7th  December,  the  Society  agreed 
to  hand  over  the  Museum,  the  Collections  and  the  Gardens.  In  return,  the 
Society  would  be  represented  on  the  new  Committee  set  up  by  the  Corpora¬ 
tion,  and  would  make  grants  in  aid  towards  the  Museum.  This  will  not  only 
enable  the  Museum  to  face  the  future  with  a  greater  assurance,  but  will 
enable  the  Society  to  extend  its  primary  aims  of  promoting  archaeology  and 
natural  history  in  the  County  of  Yorkshire.  The  matter  is  now  with  Counsel 
to  advise  on  the  permissions  that  may  be  necessary.  The  President  of  the 
Museums  Association,  Dr.  W.  E.  Swinton.  has  addressed  the  following  letter 
to  the  Society  :  — 

9th  January,  1960. 

Dear  Sir  Herbert, 

I  am  delighted  to  learn  that  the  Corporation  of  York  has  agreed  to 
take  over  the  premises  and  the  responsibility  for  the  maintenance  of  the 
Yorkshire  Museum.  We  are  glad  to  know  that  the  continuity  of  the 
Museum  and  its  famous  collections  are  assured  for  posterity  and  we  in  the 
Museums  Association  have  a  special  reason  for  this.  Seventy  years  ago 
our  own  Association  was  born  in  your  premises  and  I  would  like  to  send  to 
you  and  to  the  Officers  of  your  Society  our  congratulations  on  the  achieve¬ 
ment  of  a  solution  that  will  be  satisfactory  to  all  parties  and  our  good 
wishes  for  the  future  of  your  Museum.  May  I  also  say  that  we  look 
forward  to  co-operate  further  with  your  Society,  with  the  Museum  and 
with  the  Corporation  of  York  in  the  years  to  come.

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In  order  to  make  up  for  the  loss  of  capital  in  the  years  following  the  war, 
the  Council  have  decided  to  sell  the  three  Sheldon  Tapestry  Maps  which  have 
been  on  loan  to  the  Victoria  &  Albert  Museum  for  over  40  years.  This 
decision  was  confirmed  at  the  Annual  General  Meeting  of  the  Yorkshire 
Philosophical  Society  on  25th  May.  It  is  hoped  that  these  Tapestries  will 
come  up  for  sale  at  Messrs.  Sotheby’s  on  8th  April,  1960. 

The  Council  wish  to  congratulate  the  Honorary  Secretary  of  the  Society, 
Miss  C.  M.  Rob,  F.L.S.,  on  her  election  as  Vice-President  of  the  Botanical 
Society  of  the  British  Isles. 

The  Council  have  to  report  with  regret  the  death  of  Mr.  Gerald  S. 
Hughes,  a  member  of  the  Council  for  many  years,  and  of  Professor  W.  A. 
Singleton,  who  had  only  recently  been  elected  to  the  Council.  The  Institute 
of  Advanced  Architectural  Studies  at  St.  John’s  Church  will  be  a  lasting 
memorial  to  his  work  in  York. 


Mr.  John  Pallister  has  left  the  staff  of  the  Yorkshire  Museum  to  take  up  a 
post  at  the  Doncaster  Museum,  and  the  Society  congratulate  him  on  his  new 
appointment.

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Meteorology. — Statistics  of  Station:  Longitude  1°  5'  W. ;  Latitude  53  57' 

N.;  height  above  mean  sea  level  56  feet. 

The  year  was  memorable  for  the  long,  sunny,  dry  days. 

Rainfall.  Rain  or  snow  fell  on  143  days,  of  which  93  days  had  .04  of  an 
inch  or  more.  The  total  rainfall  was  18.76  inches  as  against  28.15  inches  for 
the  year  1958,  a  decrease  of  9.39  inches,  and  6.07  inches  below  the  average 
of  24.83  inches  for  the  preceding  50  years.  The  wettest  months  were  April, 
3.09  inches,  December,  3.04  inches  and  November,  2.83  inches.  The  driest 
months  were  September,  0.17  inches,  February,  0.27  inches  and  August,  0.29 
inches.  There  were  five  months  when  the  rainfall  for  each  month  was  less 
than  one  inch,  and  it  was  the  driest  September  recorded  in  York.  The  heaviest 
fall  of  the  year  occurred  on  26th  July  when  0.70  of  an  inch  was  recorded. 
The  year  1959  had  the  lowest  rainfall  since  1953. 

Temperature.  Temperature  ranged  from  88 :  F.  on  20th  August  to  21°  F. 
on  11th  January7;  the  range  of  temperature  for  1959  being  67°  F.  as  against 
66 :  F.  for  1958.  Temperatures  of  over  80°  F.  were  recorded  on  a  number  of 
days  during  July,  August  and  September.  The  mean  temperature  for  the 
year  (mean  of  max.  and  min.)  was  51°  F.  as  against  48.8 :  F.  for  1958. 
August,  64.5°  F.  and  July,  64°  F.  gave  the  highest  means,  and  January, 
33.7°  F.  and  February,  40.5°  F.  were  the  lowest. 

Barometer.  A  mean  pressure  of  1015.3  millibars  (29.98  inches)  (1,000 
millibars  =  28.53  inches  of  mercury  at  M.S.L.  corrected  for  diurnal  variations) 
has  been  recorded  as  against  1013.1  millibars  (29.92  inches)  for  1958.  February 
gave  the  highest  mean  with  1031.4  millibars  (30.46  inches)  and  December 
the  lowest  with  998.2  millibars  (29.48  inches).  The  highest  reading  of  the 
barometer  of  1044.5  millibars  (30.85  inches)  was  taken  on  17th  February,  and 
the  lowest,  962.0  millibars  (28.41  inches)  on  27th  October.  The  extreme  range 
was  therefore  82.5  millibars  (2.44  inches)  as  compared  with  64.2  millibars 
(1.90  inches)  in  1958.  All  readings  corrected  to  M.S.L. 

Winds.  The  winds  observed  at  9  a.m.  G.M.T.  were  S.  84;  W.  56;  N.W. 
54;  S.W.  40;  S.E.  39;  N.E.  39;  N.  29;  E.  24. 

Thunder,  Snow  and  Hail.  Thunder  was  heard  on  9  days,  as  against  17 
days  in  1958;  snow  or  sleet  fell  on  6  days  as  against  25  days,  and  hail  was 
recorded  on  2  days  as  against  3  in  1958. 

Sunshine.  Sunshine,  recorded  at  Bootham  School,  totalled  1483.4  hours 
as  against  1238.8  hours  in  1958,  an  increase  of  244.6  hours  on  the  previous 
year.  It  was  the  sunniest  year  since  1955,  and  January  with  77.4  hours  was 
the  sunniest  January  on  record.  May,  June  and  July  had  each  more  than 
200  hours  of  sunshine,  May  being  the  highest  with  246.0  hours.
